A Notice of Allowance was mailed in the above-referenced application on June 29, 
2004, and was received by Applicants 1 current representative on July 7, 2004. Upon 
reviewing the file for allowance, it came to Applicants attention that a non-publication 
request was filed in the above-referenced application on December 19, 2001 and was 
rescinded by a Rescission of Non-Publication Request filed January 7, 2003 . The Rescission 
of Non-Publication Request was filed well within 45 days of the foreign filing date of the 
PCT application (PCT/US02/39855), which was filed on December 13. 2002. 
35 U S.C. § 1 22(b)(2)(B)(iii) states:

international application shall result in abandonment of the application in which the 
nonpublication request was submitted (35 U.S.C. l22(b)(2)(B)(iii)). 

At the time Applicants filed the Rescission of Non-publication Request* Applicants' 
reasonably believed that the Rescission of Non-Publication submitted within 45 days of the 
foreign filing would satisfy the notice required by 35 U.S.C. § 122(b){2)(B)(iii) and 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.213(c). 

Thereafter, in the Official Gazette of October 7, 2003, nine months after Applicants 
filed the Notice of Rescission of Non-Publication and well after the 45 day period, a proposed 
clarification to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .213(c) stated that "the mere filing of a request to rescind a 
previously filed nonpublication request., .does not comply with the foreign filing notice 
requirement of 35 U.S.C. § 122(b)(2)(B)(i») to provide notice to the Office within 45 days of 
the filing of a counterpart application..." It appears that this proposed clarification of 37 
C.F.R. § 1 .21 3(c) have not been implemented, as neither 35 U.S.C. § 122(b)(2)(B)(iii) nor 37 
C.F.R. § 1.213(c) have been amended since the publication of the October Gazette. 

Nonetheless, to complete the file of the above referenced application, Applicants 
submit herewith a Notice of Foreign Filing in compliance with the proposed clarification of 
37 C.F.R. § ) .2 1 3(c) and request that this Notice be accepted as timely filed for the reasons 
discussed herein.
